In the summer of 1863 a murder was 
committed, 
the victim being 
Charles 
Brady, who kept a small beer shop on the 
bank of the Susquehanna, at Marietta. 
The murder was committed in the night, 
and next morning James McCulley, alias 
James Foxey, alias Foxey Miller, a barber 
residing in Chester county, bat who was 
at this time wandering about on a spree, 
was arrested on the charge of being the 
murderer. The testimony against him was 
that on the 
afternoon 
previous to the 
murder he was eeen drinking in Brady's 
saloon. Later he wa9 at Houseal’s tavern 
at Maytown, but in the evening was miss­ 
ed. 
During the night some men passing 
along the railroad not far from Brady’s 
place met a man whom they could not 
identify, but whom they hailed with “good 
night.” 
When 
the 
reply 
came 
they 
recognized 
the 
voice 
as 
that of the accused. Early on the morn­ 
ing Jollowing the murder, the accused 
was seen washing his hands and face at the 
’pump of Houseal’s tavern, and it was said 
he also bud blood on the wristband of his 
9hirt, which he was trying to wash off. 
Tne theory of how the murder was com 
nutted was that some one entered Brady’s 
saloon and called for a glass of beer, and 
that whilst he was stooping to draw it 
iroiu under tho bar, the murderer struck 
him over the head with a club. This 
conclusion was arrived at from the local­ 
ity and nature of the blow. It was also 
seen that the murderer had stepped around 
tne counter to rob tho till, and into the 
blood, which left tho imprint of his boot 
or shoe there. Tho imprint was a peculiar 
one, and wnen the accused was arrested it 
was found he had on his right loot a gum 
shoe. 
I hts shoo was ta^^o away and was 
put into a mixture* ot clay and water made 
to tho consistency of blood, and then Im­ 
printed. on me floor of tho bar room, and 
a,-So placed in tho imprint in the congealed 
blood, aud was found to make similar im­

James McCaulley having been committed 
lur trial a true bill was found against him 
at tho August sessions, 1863, and at the

Upon opening tho door they 
discovered tho murder as related.

cook ot this fishing party was one Leonard 
Shields, oi Marietta, who left tho party 
during too night on tho pretext of pur­ 
chasing chickens tor tho fishermen.
